I beg  to  submit  for  your  information  my  ANNUAL  REPORT  for  the  year  1937. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Register-General’s  estimate  of  resident  population,  1937,  was  1,955. 

Area,  31,  414  acres. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses,  end  of  1937,  according  to  Rate  Books,  537. 

Rateable  value,  ^6,998. 

Sum  represented  by  a penny  rate,  ^32  10s. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  purely  agricultural,  chiefly  sheep  farming,  especially  in 
the  hilly  districts.  There  is  a small  residential  population.  No  occupation  has  an  adverse  influence 
on  public  health.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  A uthority. 

(a)  Medical.  Dr.  W.  W.  Wilson,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  a part  time  Medical  Officer. 

(1 b ) Others.  Mr.  Price,  a member  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  is  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Nursing  arrangements  in  the  District’ 
which  continue  efficient  and  satisfactory. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Same  arrangements  continue  as  in  former  years  for  Bacteriological  ex- 
amination of  Throat  Swabs  and  specimens  of  Sputa.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
Bacteriological  analysis  of  samples  of  milk  submitted  from  time  to  time. 

Legislation  in  Force.  No  local  acts  or  bye-laws  were  adopted  during  the  year. 

Hospitals.  Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  the  Llandrindod  Wells 
Hospital  for  abnormal  maternity  cases.  Those  whose  home  conditions  are  unsatisfactory  can  be 
admitted  to  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Knighton.  Cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  may  be 
admitted  to  Hereford  General  Hospital  under  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities  exist  as  in  former  years. 

There  are  no  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres  in  the  district. 
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Section  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supplies.  All  Water  Supplies  have  been  well  maintained,  except  at  Painscastle  which 
is  a private  one. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  has  been  taken  to  prevent  pollution,  nor  does  such  seem 
necessary. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Same  Condition  as  in  previous  years.  No  action  has  been  found  to  be 
necessary. 

Public  Cleansing.  House  refuse  and  cleansing  of  privies  is  left  to  the  individual  occupier.  It 
appears  to  be  efficiently  done. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Schools  have  been  regularly  inspected,  good  water  supplies  exist  in  all  cases  except  Llandilo- 
Graban.  Water  is  carried  from  a Well  some  distance  away.  New  drainage  for  surface  water  has 
been  installed.  Closet  accommodation,  in  general,  pails  which  are  regularly  emptied  and  kept  clean.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  Farms  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  Of  the  22  regis- 
tered Dairies  and  Milkshops  only  six  supply  milk  in  any  quantity.  Samples  have  been  taken  from 
these  twice  in  the  year.  Bacteriological  Reports  show  improvement  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  are  no  registered  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  No  food 
is  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  in  any  quantity. 

(c)  Adulteration.  No  action  has  been  taken. 

Section  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Provision  for  the  isolation  of  Infectious  cases  is  made  as  in  former  years  at  the  Hay  Isolation 
Hospital  which  during  my  term  of  office  has  proved  adequate  for  the  district.  In  many  instances 
isolation  of  infectious  cases  can  be  efficiently  done  at  home.
